Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the new prior art of record and the comments by the foreign Patent 
Office provided with the Information Disclosure Statement received May 5, 2003, the 
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Examiner does not believe that the application from Taiwan #483238 and its equivalent 
PCT document WO 02/03549 are the same as Applicants' invention because these 
references do not show first and second surface acoustic wave filters having the recited 
connections to balanced/unbalanced terminals, input/output impedances and phases. A 
comparison of Applicants' Fig. 1 to any of the figures of these documents clearly shows 
the differences in the connections of the two filters in the instant application and the 
prior art documents. The major difference is that in the instant application, the 
unbalanced terminal is connected to both the first and second filters which is not shown 
in any of the figures of these newly provided prior art documents.
